Inherited from a Democratic adminis­ 
tration a state funded debt of $10,179- 
267—a debt which, the financial re­ 
sources of the state considered, would 
be equivalent to an obligation of forty 
million dollars at this time. 
For ten 
years thereafter the Republicans had 
control of the governorship, and most 
of the time of the legislature. 
During i 
this period the state debt was reduced 
$6,011,760, and left at $4,167,507, a 
wonderful result when it is rem em­ 
bered th at this era covered the war | 
period, whoa the state’s expenditures 
were necessarily unusual in amount. 
For the next ten years the state was 
under the practically 
u n in te rru p te d « 
control of Democratic leadership. The 
debt-paying 
policy 
was 
abandoned, 
and during that decade the state debt 
was in cieased $830,671. 
W ith a con- j 
tinuance of the policy maintained by 
Republican state officials during the 
preceding decade, it would have been 
entirely wiped out.

H o w It W a s Done. 
A rem arkable fact, is it not, some- 
( thing more than coincidence, in all 
human probability, th at during each of 
three periods of 
Democratic control 
the state debt has been increased, 
while during each of three per* bs of 
' Republican control, tho state abut has 
| been largely decreased? 
Every dollar 
of Indebtedness contracted for a half 
century is Democratic, nearly every 
dollar of indebtedness discharged dur­ 
ing tho same period Republican! 
It is not possible to shift from the 
shoulders of Indiana Democratic lead­ 
ership the direct responsibility for this 
piling up of the s t a te s indebtedness, 
particularly that 
accum ulated 
from 
1883 to 1891, when the state debt grew 
with a swiftness unprecedented. 
Dur­ 
ing all that period the sta te ’s expen­ 
ditures were largely exceeding its rev­ 
enues, yet, despite the recom menda­ 
tions of successive governors, Demo­ 
cratic legislatures refused to make pro­ 
vision for the deficit, handing down 
to posterity an obligation ( Teated for 
meeting current expenses, and result- 
| ing not only in an enormous interest 
charge, but one extending to interest 
| on interest. 
T he excess of receipts 
over expenditures from 1884 to 1889 
amounted to more than three million 
dollars, which was provided for by the 
simple process of adding it to the 
state debt. 
In 1880 the ordinary ex­ 
penses of the state amounted to $844.- 
285. 
By 1889 they had increased to 
$1,320,502, and yet the tax levy rale 
fixed in the seventies was maintained 
by legislatures too cowardly to meet 
the situation face to fare, preferring 
to throw the responsibility upon their 
successors in office, and compel the 
state to meet the enormous cost of 
their expensive demagogy. 
On July 
31, 
1890, 
tho 
Indianapolis 
Sentinel 
said: 
“The state debt itself is not 
of alarm ing dimensions. 
It is only 
$8,540,615.12.’’ 
Yet it was higher than 
it bad bein for thirty years; it had 
been doubled in a decade, and at that 
time the total interest payment of 
seven hundred and fifty dollars a day 
aggregated annually one-fourth of the 
sta te ’s revenues. 
In 1889 alone the 
deficit w js $882,962.98. 


T h e N e w T a x L a w . 
On August 25, 1890, the Republican 
state organ predicted that regardless 
of the complexion of the next legisla­ 
ture, the disclosure of the facts con­ 
nected with this era of fiscal misman­ 
agem ent would compel action with a 
view to preventing the making of large 
appropriations without providing the 
m eans of paying them. 
There would 
he, it predicted, a new departure in 
financial legislation and management 
“If the next legislature is Democratic 
it will lie forced by public opinion to 
adopt a policy very diff rent from that 
which has prevailed during the past 


few years.” 
Tills prediction was ful­ 
filled. 
The legislature of 1891 passed 
a new tax law, and increased the levy 
to 18 (cuts. 
As to the beneficent ch aracter of this 
law the most ex travagant claims have 
been made. 
It has been said th at it 
put ail the added burdens of taxation 
upon the great corporations, particu­ 
larly tho railroads. 
The figures do not 
I corroborate this theory. 
U nder th a t 
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law the total appraisem ent of railroad 
property w as raised 
$84,832,866; 
of 
express and slot lung car property. $1.- 
172,34i). 
The total appraisem ent of 
lands and im prevent' nts was increased 
deceased. 
$152,261,225; tho valuation of lots and 
im provem ents a as increased $92,401,- 
304, and of personal property $56,914,- 
458. Tho railroads, express eompanh s 
etc., bore Ii 
th r.n oil* -fourth of the 
total increase In appraisem ent, and, 
as before stated, there was a suhstan 
tial increase in the levy all ’round. 
It 
may bo noted in this connection that 
under tho old la v 
Democratic, tax 
boards had appraised the value of rail­ 
road property during the years 1883 
to 1886 inclusive, at from fifty -th re e to 
fifty-five million dollars; in 1887 a Itc- 
ptiblh an tax board promptly increased 
the appraisem ent to sixty-two million. 
and by IMO had raised it to nearly 
seventy millions; 
in other words a 
Republican 'ax board had increased 
the valuation of railroad property four­ 
teen millions, or nearly 25 per cent 
over the Democratic figure, within the 
short space of four years. 
U nder tho 
present era of Republican control tho 
appraisem ent of the property of rail 
roads, express companies, etc., has 
boon increased nearly thirty million 
dollars, nine million dollars at the 
recen t sitting of th© tax board. 
The

press and sleeping car com panies fixed 
by a Democratic board soon a f e r t h e j 
rn vv law was passed was about one- 
fourth of th e present figure. 


C o rp o ra tio n s W e r e F a v o re d . 
An ini cresting confession has been 
made bv t h e f<*w persons with assur­ 
ance enough to defend the record of 
D emocratic leadership on th e state 
debt. namely, that up to tho tim e of 
the enactm ent of tire n*-w tax law, the 
large em pc rations were paying much 
less than t h e i r fair share of the taxes. 
For nearly twenty yearn piior to the 
enactment of the law. Democratic lead­ 
ership was in almost uninterrupted 
control of the legislative branch of the 
state governm ent. 
It was during this 
period th at corporate holdings increas­ 
ed most rapidly in this state; yet, in 
preference to shifting a greater por­ 
tion of the burden upon them, Demo­ 
cratic leadership perm itted, year after 
year, deficits 
in the state revenue 
which result) d iii an iro n ase of nearly 
$5,0QO,f>0o in the state debt before the 
abuse was corrected. 
Since that time 
tho people have been compelled to pay 
the price of this immunity by scaling 
down a stat© debt representing not 
only extravagant adm inistration and 
unbusinesslike m anagem ent, but cor­ 
porate immunity from reasonable tax a­ 
tion. 


M o re R ece n t H is to ry . 
The new tax law added to th e reve­ 
nues of tho state nearly $ 1,600,000 an ­ 
nually; for the two years im mediately 
succeeding its en actm en t th© total in­ 
crease in revenue, to be exact, was 
$2,830,975, and yet during th ese two 
years th© $8,006,000 state debt was 
decreased not a single cent.

I Bean fiscal control nearly five million 
j doffers has been paid on the state 
debt, and if we subtract from this 
amount the $700,000 secure I from the 
general governm ent as a refund on 
account of interest en bonds issued 
by Indiana during tho war, there still 
rem ains to the credit of Republican 
managem ent a reduction of the state 
debt aggregating much in excess of 
four million dollars, with the certainty 
th a t evi ry dollar of the state debt, ex­ 
cepting some bonds deferred by law, 
will be paid during the adm inistration 
of Governor Durbin,

P articipated at th*- Second Butt)# 
of Mssnixnn—A II rn se Hoy mid 
ID ing Req neat. 


“Whenever I see a tasseled Turkish 
fez,” said a Confederate veteran whose 
attention had been attracted liy a 
©molting cap of that pattern in a Canal 
strict window, “I am reminded of a 
curious and rather growsomc incident 
of my campaigning days. 
It was on 
the morning after the second HattIe of 
Manassas,” ho continued in response to 
a request for the story, “and several of 
us from my company had gone over to 
the field in the hope of picking up a 
few things that we badly needed and 
far which tile dead had no further use 
—waterproofs, for instance, aud sound 
canteens. 
“During tile previous day’s engage­ 
ment you may remember that a regi­ 
ment of freshly recruited New York 
zouaves held the crest of a hill and 
were charged and almost annihilated 
by Hood's brigade. They were mowed 
down like ripened grain and fell so 
thickly that their corpses literally car­ 
peted the earth. I dare say it was as 
awful a slaughter, considering the 
number engaged, as occurred anywhen, 
in tile course of Ute war. 
"Well, we hadn't gone very far when 
we came to this hill and began to get 
among the dead men.

desperately wounded, but he looked at 
me calmly.

‘what a lad you are to be here!’ 
'P a 
afraid I’m dying unless I have help,’ 
he replied 
‘Do you think the surgeon* 
will be around pretty Boon?’ ‘The Lord 
knows!’ I groaned, for the boy’s cour­ 
age touched me to the heart. 
‘Your 
surgeons have all run away, and WU 
only have a few, with more wounded 
than they can attend to.’ ‘Then I guess 
all I can do is to lie here Q u ietly and 
die,' be said in the same gentle voice.

“ I took his canteen and hurried dows 
to a branch at the foot of the hill, 
where tile first tiling I saw, by the 
way, was the corpse of a zouave float­ 
ing in a pool. I went up the stream far 
enough to get out of tile horrible death 
zone, tilled tile canteen with pure wa­ 
ter and was soon back at the boy’s side. 
I gave him a drink, and he thanked ma, 
‘Is there nothing pise I can do? I asked 
awkwardly, because I knew our com­ 
pany was under early marching orders 
that morning and that it would be lna- 
possible for me to linger much longer 
‘Nothing at all. thank you,’ he replied 
‘No message to anybody?’ 
‘No; Doth- 
' lug. thanks.' 
“ I turned away most reluctantly and 
had gone only n few yards when I 
heard his thin voice calling me back. 
‘Excuse me,' lie said, ‘but I watit you 
to accept tills as a present,’ and he 
handed mc his ti no purple fez. ‘No. no,’

I kept the fez a long time,’' 
added the veteran, “but it was finally 
lost. with other odds and ends, in the 
general confusion following the war.
